On the auspicious occasion of the 45th Republic Day, I convey my warm 
greetings and best wishes to the people of Orissa. 


44 years ago on this day India's Constitution was formally adopted constituting 
our country into a Sovereign Democratic Socialist Republic with a commitment to 
up-hold fundamental human values as well as to establish a secular socialist polity 
ensuring social and economic justice to all sections of our society. I take this 
occasion to pay homage to the wisdom of our founding fathers and re-affirm our 
pledge to uphold the unity and integrity of our country as well as to cherish the 
rich diversity of our culture which finds expression in our federal framework. 


During past 44 years our country has gone through many crises; overcome 
external aggression and internal fissiparous tendencies; our democratic way of life 
has emerged strongly through all these crises. 


In Orissa, we are rightly proud of our rich cultural traditions of peace and 
goodwill towards all. Nature has also provided us with enormous potential for 
development. The great talent of our people has made a substantial contribution to 
the main stream of our national effort. Unfortunately for historical reasons, we 
continue to be economically backward. During the past four years the State has 
been making strenuous efforts, through appropriate policy initiatives to tackle the 
problem of poverty and backwardness, while at the same time strengthening the 
democratic institutions at the grass root levels. So that the people themselves can 
play a more significant role in managing their own affairs and planning of their own 
development. 


In the recent past measures have been taken to revamp the Panchayati Raj 
system by giving adequate representations to women, scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes in these institutions. Elections were conducted for the Panchayat 
Samities, Grarn Panchayats and the Urban Local Bodies. The Zilla Parishads are 
also going to be constituted soon. 


Reorganisation of districts, to make administration more effective and to bring it 
closer to the people was an administrative reform long overdue. Not a single 
additional district was created for 45 years after Independence. In order to make 
the district administration more responsive to the needs of the people, the State 
Government have recently created 17 new districts. The process of reorganising 
the Panchayat Samities and the Tahasils is also in the offing. 


Iam happy that the State Government have given a new thrust to the planning 
process to ensure rapid socio-economic development. The major thrust in our 
planning has been rural development, increase in agricultural production and 
creation of infrastructure for accelerated.and integrated development in all sectors. 


A new climate for industrial growth has been created by introduction of anew 
industrial policy. A Steel Plant Project in joint collaboration with MESCO and

Now, | call 
upon the students and the youth to dedicate themselves in the 
reconstruction programme. Youths can work like mentors in translating the 
dreams of the ensuing era into reality. 


Our greatest problem is population explosion and deterioration of 
environment. There lies a fear that this problem may assume a devastatingly 
greater proportation in future. Therefore, if we donot confront it boldly right 
now the lives of future generation will be in great danger. While the 


population was estimated at 36 crores in 1951, the figure in 1991 census 
hiked to 85 crores. Now it is nearing almost 90 crores. Despite the 
implementation of all our developmental schemes people do not enjoy 
adequate benefits. Our battle against poverty, unemployment and illiteracy 
has not been fully won. If the young men and women of my State can reach 
this message of ‘small family! to each household it will certainly benefit them 
and the nation as well. Similarly the youth organisations and Mahila Samitis 
have got to work hard for the development of environment and en richment of 
land through various projects of minor irrigation, soil conservation, tree 
plantation, afforestation and preservation of social forestry. 


My Government have launched a vigorous drive for accelerating Orissa's 
pace of progress through generation of more power and installation of heavy 
industries. Cohesive effort is also on to step up agricultural production and 
enlarge the scope for employment in allied fields.

The Indian political scene reverberated with the 
echoes of unjust and unreasonable policy of British 
Government when the political leaders learnt that 
indian members were not included in the Indian 
Statutory Commission which was to recommend for 
further consitutional advancement of the Indian people. 
The Commission was constituted by seven British 
members of parliament including Sir John Simon as its 
Chairman. When the members of the Commission 
arrived in Bombay on 3rd February 1929, they were 
shouted down all over India with the words 'Go back 
Simon." Indians on the other hand began their attempt 
to frame a constitution for the country under the 
Chairmanship of Pandit Motilal Nehru. In a short time 
Indians prepared to plunge once again into a mass 
movement for National Independence. 


With the ‘Boycott Simon Commission Movement’ 
the struggle for freedom took a decisive turn, Jawharlal 
Nehru and Subhas Chandra Bose raised the demand 
of complete independence as the objective of the 
Congress. Throughout 1928 and 1929, in every part 
of the country, youth conferences were held which 
demanded complete independence along with social 
and economic reforms in the direction of socialism. 


The report of the Nehru Committee was also 
discussed at the first All India Socialist Youth Congress 
held in Calcutta on 27 December, 1928 under the 
Chairmanship of Jawaharlal Nehru and the Nehru 
Commitiee report was rejected on principle that “it 
allows the British Imperialism by establishing the so 
called Dominion States which involves the safeguard of 
the vested interests, landowning, feudal and capitalist, 
and sacrifice the interests of the masses”. It is thus 
evident that there were serious differences of opinion 
between different leaders. As to them the report looked 
like a retreat. The report disappointed many people as 
a result of which Nehru and other political leaders 
formed the Indian Independence League. 


It may be mentioned here that the Nehru Report 
was the first effort by the Indians to give themselves a 
constitution which was approved at the Calcutta 
Session of the Congress held in Calcutta in 1928. It 
was declared at the Calcutta Session that if the British 
failed to give Dominion Status within one year the 
Congress would be free ts demand Complete 
Independence and launch Civil Disobedience to 
achieve it. We have already stated that the Report was 
not accepted by a group of leaders. A statement 
signed by Messrs. Srinivas lyenger, Jawaharlal Nehru, 
Subhas Chandra Bose, Kiran Shankar Roy, Sarat 
Chandra Bose, Satyamurti, Sambamurti, .and Shiva 
Prasad Gupta on behalf of the Independence League, 
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countering the Nehru Report was issued on 23 
December 1928. Popular support for complete 
independence was thus built up throughout the 
couniry. The enthusiasm of the people in the country 
ran very high as the Congress Session drew near, and 
when the British Government turned a deaf ear to the 
one year ultimatum they now felt free to demand 
Complete Independence. 


Meanwhile political atmosphere of the country was 
charged with violence. The revival of revolutionary 
activities leading to the Meerut conspiracy case, the 
Lahore conspiracy case involving Bhagat Singh and his 
comrades and martyrdom of Jatin Das etc. generated 
a strong reaction in the minds of the people. The 
Congress Parly under such political situation was 
preparing for the annual session of the Indian National 
Congress. On Gandhiji's suggestion, Jawaharlal 
Nehru, who had been the General Secretary of the 
Congress, was chosen as Congress President. At the 
close of the year 1929 and the one year ultimatum to 
the British Government the resolution of Gandhiji was 
passed amidst thunderous applause. The — Indian 
National Congress finally adopted the creed of Purna 
Swara} and unfurled the national tricolour of 
independence on the bank of the Ravi amidst wild 
enthusiasm in the congress camp and cries of Bande 
Mataram and Inquilab Zindabad, Jawaharlal Nehru in 
his presidential address at the Lahore Congress Session 
in December, 1929 announced : 


‘| must frankly confess that | am a socialist and a 
republican and | am no believer in kings and princes 
or in the order which produces the modern kings of 
industry, who have greater power over the lives and 
fortune of men than even the kings of old.' 


It was decided that the day 26 January would be 
celebrated every year as the Independence Day. A 
long declaration of Independence, drafted by 
Gandhiji, was adopted by the Congress working

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committee. Such a declaration was to be read out to 
the people throughout the country and they were 
required to pledge their full support to it.

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Rurol Development as a separate independent 
Department of Government though came into being 
only on January 1, 1990, it became operational 
after the present Government took the rein of 


administration in March 1990. With State 
Government's real concern for all-round development 
of over 50,000 villages in Orissa and to accelerate 
the pace of development in villages, the Department 
of Rural Development was organised to revamp 
management and co-ordination of rural infrastructural 
development activities. For successful implementation 
of minor irrigation, lift irrigation, rural water supply 
and rural works, the Rural 
Development Department was thought to provide the 
necessary impetus. Hitherto, minor irrigation and lift 
irrigation activities formed a part of Irrigation and 
Power Department, which did not receive adequate 
attention and funds. Similarly, rural water supply and 
sanitation being a subject of Housing and Urban 
Development Department was also deprived of 
necessary altention and required funds. Similar was 
the state of affairs of rural roads and buildings which 
was a part of Works Department. Though the 
implementation of programmes, under these 
ruralbased sectors,, were not fully neglected, 
nevertheless, there were constraints in successful 
implementation of the programmes so as to deliver 
the desired goods in every nook and corner of the 
State. Presently, the newly created Rural Development 
Department envisages speedy implementation of the 
rural based programmes with a view to achieving a 
total development of village life in Orissa. 


MINOR IRRIGATION 


and _ sanitation 


From the very beginning of the planning process, 
adequate thrust was given on increasing agricultural 
production for  selfsufficiency, but the results 
achieved were not so much encouraging mainly due 
to lack of facilities of irrigation. Orissa has extensive 
potentialities in both minor irrigation (flow) and lift 
irrigation which need to be utilised to the fullest 
extent. The capacities of minor irrigation projects in 
terms of irrigation potentialities range from 60 acres 
to 5000 acres. 


By the end of Seventh Plan (1989-90), the total 
irrigation potential from minor irrigation projects was 
3,44,953 hectares for the Kharif crops and 54,020 
hectares for Rabi crops. Additional irrigation 
potential in the fwo succeeding years provided 
irrigation facilities to 4,577 hectares during Kharif 
and 492 hectares during Rabi crops. In 1992-93 
three on-going projects were completed and 47 
projects were renovated. Rural Development 
Department has token up the task of renovating and 
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revamping more than 350 old minor irrigation 
projects for the first time. In addition to this, attempts 
have been made to obtain a loan of Rs. 15 crores 
from European Economic Communities (EEC) to set 
up more Minor lirrigation Projects. 


LIFT IRRIGATION 


By the end of Seventh Plan, Orissa Lift Irrigation 
Corporation succeeded in establishing and bringing 
up of 11,221Llift Irrigation points to cater to the need 
of irrigation to as much as 2,50,313 hectares during 
Kharif season and 1,50,190 hectares during Rabi 
season. In the following two years (1990-92), there 
were additional 1211 Lift Irrigation points to extend 
irrigation facilities to 24,005 hectares during Kharif 
and 13,500 hectares during Rabi season. The 
Department hos finalised programmes to take up 
700 new irrigation points during 1993-94 to irrigate 
14,000 hectares of land. In 1992-93, 517 number 
of projects were made ready for energisation and 
303 numbers were energised. 


A project financed by KFW of Germany will be 
implemented in the State during 1993-98. The 
erstwhile coastal districts of Cuttack, Puri and 
Balasore will have 560 tube-wells, 100 creekl 
Irrigation Projects and Lift Irrigation projects ‘utilising 
50 major rivers which will irrigate 30,000 hectares 
under this Plan. KFW has entered to an agreement 
with the State Government to provide Rs. 100 crores 
as loan out of a total estimate of Rs. 120 crores for 
the purpose. 


RURAL WORKS 


. Improved rural roads is a necessary infrastructure 
to facilitate allround development of rural areas. By 
the end of 1990-92, the Department was looking 
after 29,529 kms long rural roads. Fifteen bridges at 
an expenditure of Rs. 3,415.37 lakhs were 
completed during 1990-91 and during this period 
55 kms. of rural roads were blacktopped. 195 kms. 
roads have been developed with metalling, 125 kms. 
have been covered by earth-work and metalling. This 
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has ensured all-weather road linkage to 51 villages. 
During 1991-92, construction of 40 bridges have 
been completed and 250 kms. rural roads have been 
metalled. In the same year, 80 kms. roads have been 
black-topped and 300 kms. rural roads have been 
metalled. This will ensure linking up 496 villages by 
all-weather roads. In 1992-93 the Department has 
taken up to complete 90 kms. rural roads upto 
blacktopping condition and 300 kms. roads upto 
metalling. 


Besides, special repair and maintenance of a 
large number of Government building in the rural 
areas have been taken up. 


RURAL WATER SUPPLY AND SANITATION 


Government has taken special care to supply safe 
drinking water to rural people. Provision has been 
made to supply 40 IPCD drinking water to every 
individual during 8th Plan. By 1989-90 while the 
entire country had 1/5th of villages with no source of 
drinking water, in Orissa out of 46,553 revenue 
villages, 42,221 were identified as water-scarcity 
villages on the basis of 1981 census. By the end of 
Seventh Plan, 40,901 water scarcity villages were 
covered fully or partially. Out of the rest 1320 


villages during the two annual pl F 1990.91 
1991-92 fac eee hs 


extended to 
the 8th Plan, as on April 1, 
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hand-pumps and 144 sanitary wells in the year 
1993-94, Besides, 92 Water Supply Projects taken 
up will be completed and 91 new projects have been 
programmed to be taken up. 


The State Government have Proposals to train up 
rural youth under TRYSEM for maintenance of 
hand-pumps. The Block Development Officers will 
select rural youth who are either artisans, mechanics 
or have been trained in ITls for this purpose. 


RURAL SANITATION PROGRAMME 


Rural Sanitation Programme has been taken up in 
the State for the first time in a large scale. Under the 
Programme, arrangements are made to provide 
community latrines and private latrines to individual 
house holders. Already 12 Sulav Souchalayas are 


Operating in the State and 26 Souckalayas have 
been taken up this year, 


The erstwhile Rural Engineering Organisation and 
the present Rural Development Department came into 
existence with all initiatives taken by the present 
Chief Minister of the State, Shri Biju Patnaik. Under 
his able guidance and dynamic leadership the Rural 
Development Department would certainly go a long 
way to fulfil the hopes and aspirations of the rural 


people of the State and change the face of rural 
Orissa, 


Rural Development is the halkmark of the 
development of India. As the development of 
agriculture depends largely on improvement of 
irrigation facilities, it is sure that the Rural 
Development Department will cater to the needs of 
itrigation of the village farmers of Orissa through 
Minor Irrigation and Lift Irrigation Projects and help 
to make the Green Revolution in the State a grand 
success. It is hoped that this will open up new vistas 
in shaping the destiny of the farmers of Orissa and 
bring Prosperify to them.

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INTRODUCTION 


Political institutions are one of the most masculine of 
all institutions, into which women may not easily 
integrate. Gender based subordination is deeply 
ingrained in the consciousness of both men and 
women and is usually viewed as a natural corollary 
of the biological differences between them. It is 
reinforced through religious beliefs, cultural practices 
and educational systems and political processes that 
assign to women lesser status and power. Equality in 
political participation and decision making is one of 
the major priorities for women liberation. Without 
success in this area, other areas of development of 
women will be but at risk. 

Political culture of Orissan women has its roots in 
its state formation process where women play very 
little role. Again when women constitute 49 per cent 
of State's total population, they are scarcely 
represented in its political leadership. As citizens, 
they have the civil and political right and 
responsibility to participate fully in their state and 
national politics, but they do not. Some aspects of 
this situation are outlined below. 

This paper focusses on the active and organised 
participation of women in politics collectively and 
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includes such matters as participation of Orissan 
women in elections as candidates to various 
legislative bodies.

Table-1 unravel the women's representation in 
State Assembly. In Orissa though they constitute half 
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of the total population but they have not been able to 
get adequate representation in State Legislature, 
5-4per cent is the highest percentage. This is not a 
peculiar trend for Orissa only because it is also the

Some Facts _ 


Of the 10 elections held in postIndependence 
Orissa, only twice the State Government was headed 
by a woman. Except this in no other election a 
woman has held a ministeriallevel decision making 
position.

These two cases are exceptional. Though they have 
been able to breakdown-some amount of the 
barriers and reduced overt male opposition; still 
many obstacles remain to be overcome before 
becoming an equal and visible party to decision 
making process. Moreover these two lady ministers 
had culturally conducive background, access to 
formal education at an appropriate level, exposure to 
public speaking and to political issues. These 
exceptional cases can give no basis for 
generalisation. Above all they were integrated into 
existing male system and exclusively were not fight- 
ing for women's cause.

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The average participation of women in State 
Assembly was 3-4 per cent during last 12 elections 
of Orissa. (see Table.1). This is the case perhaps 
because to many women, politics is a vague 
expression meaning the Govrnment of the country, 
which has traditionally been the business of men and 
not their responsibility. But as citizens on an equal 
footing with men, however, women cannot be 
indifferent to the political process that inevitably 
affects their everyday life. 

Politics has indeed been men's business in the 
past but every woman now has the chance to change 
that situation. The conditions have to be created in 
which there will be a sufficient number of women in 
decision making position, in politics, to make gender 
an unremarkable attribute and the solution of women 
for higher positions are inevitable and normal. Such 
conditions start with a change in attitude, both of 
men and women, towards the traditional sex roles in 
general and to the political participation of women in 
particular. An attitudinal change ties with a decrease 
or elimination of discriminatory practices in 


education, both formal and informal. Employment 
and adequate support systems are a necessity for 
above change. 

An increase in number of women, leading 
eventually to a gender balance, should permit 
women to break the difficulties of group dynamics 
that categorize pressure and potentially assimilate 
and silence them. Balanced numbers would produce 
changes in male perceptions and behaviour, as well 
as strengthen coalitions with others across the sex 
lines. Empirical research shows that an increased 
number of women at decision making level also 
affects women's perception, interests and solidarity 
of women in politics and could therefore be won by 
a substantial increase. 

Types of Ministeries where women hold 
key-posts 

Table-5 reveals the distribution of women by type 
of Ministry of decision making posts held by women 
to be more easily accommodated in the social areas. 
Except one, no one has been given cabinet rank. All 
are allotted either state or deputy ministerial position 
which had hardly any decisive roles.

Limited political knowledge, skill and tactics in 
dealing political strategies are other handicaps for 
women's low ranking in representation. 
Understanding politics does not depend very much on 
their.structural position. It is also seen that less skilled 
(politically) women are used by political parties as 
their candidates for a silent support in their decision. 
We find not a single MLA or MP of Orissa is from any 
Lawyers, Lecturers, Journalists or Doctors groups. 


Seme Suggestions 

1. Some fixed percentage of seats in Legislature, 
parties and mass organisations should be reserved for 
women. 


- 2. All high ‘level posts should have at least one 
female candidate.

4. For political participation education is a must.

It has been envisaged that initially the Project Nodal 
Agency i.e. Steel & Mines Department in 
collaboration with the Director, Mining & Geology 
and other User Departments of Government of Orissa 
will collect all available geophysical and 
hydrological information (maps and reports} 
pertaining to the surveys of areas. The Departments 
concerned are, Directorate of Mining & Geology,

The administrative responsibility of the project has 
been transferred to the Steel & Mines Department by 
the P & C Department after obtaining necessary 
clearance from Government of India. The Director, 
Mining & Geology has been declared as the project 
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Nodal Officer for the project. The aircraft for the 
airborne survey from Australia has already reached 
Bhubaneswar and it has been flagged off by 
Honourable Chief Minister, Orissa on 22-3-1993 in 
a small scientific gathering. 


6. Conclusion : 


After completion of the project period and when 
the survey is completed and the final report is 
presented by the World Geoscience Corporation to 
the client, the result will be known.

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Orissa {i.e. Kalinga, Utkal and Udre—Trikalinga) 
has passed through different geo-political processes 
and phases. Its ancestors were architects of repute 
Trikalinga extended from Ganga to Godavari or 
even beyond upto Krishna and Kaveri with overseas 
colonies in South-East Asia. The territories of the 
Kalingas and Utkals/Udros appear to be very old 
and they are often referred to in the early 
Brahmanical literature, as in the old Pali canons. 


The dynastic lists of the Vedic Kings, incorporated 
in the later Puranas preserve the account of the 
mythical origin of Kalinga, according to which the 
sage Dirghatamas begot on Sudesna, the queen of 
the demon King Vali, five sons named Anga, Vanga, 
Kalingo, Pundra and Suhma, all ruling over territories 
on the same names and the territory of Kalinga was 
owned and ruled by the prince Kalinga. 


Another puranic tradition extolls that Ila 
Sudyumna, one of the ten sons of Manu (the ancient 
law giver of Hindus) was the father of three sons 
named Utkal, Vinitasva and Gaya who have said to 
have enjoyed respectively the country of Utkala, a 
western territory and Gayapuri and thus, it appears 
that origin of Utkal is as mythical as that of Kalinga. 
In the epic literature the Utkals are offen found 


associated with the Udras, Kekalas, Kalingas, and 
Andhras.

Kalinga's contribution to Buddhism to make it 
a world religion is remarkable. In the first century 
B.C., Jaina Emperor Kharavela the Great, became 
the monarch of Kalinga who was born at "Dantapur', 
a place near about Konark-Puri-Palur on the sea 
shore and ruled from his Capital 'Kalinganagar' 
which was very adjoining to Bhubaneswar the 
present Capital of Orissa. Historians identify Puri 
(seat of Lord Jagannath) as the Dantopur and some 
others support the view that Palur(now in Ganjam 
district) the ancient seaport as referred to by Ptolemy 
is Dantapur. However, the Dantapur was on the 
Orissan Coast is free from ambiguity from historical 
point of view. During Kharvela's time Jainism 
flourished along with Buddhism and Brahmanism. It 
is told, Kharavela was coronated and installed as the 
Emperor of Kalinga amidst performance of 
Brahmanical rituals, Thus, round about the beginning 
of the Christian Era there was co-existence of three 
dominant religious faiths of Brahmanism, Buddhism 
and Jainism in Kalinga-Utkal region of Indian 
Subcontinent. And in course of time all these fused 
into the original tribal worship of Nilamadhaba 
(Kitung/Jagata/Jagannath) to manifest as the Cult of 
Jagannath in the present form. 
acknowledged as the "Baudhavatar'/ incarnation; of 
lord Buddha. The relics/teeth of Buddha are said to 
be contained in the Brahma Padartha (absolute 
matter kept within the Daru-Brahma) of the three 
deities of Shrimandir.

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Thus, Dantapur is connected with both Boudha 
and Jaina traditions and religions. In course of time 
(Danta) Puri has become the holiest place of Hindus 
embracing within its fold all faiths, beliefs, sects, 
religions etc. 


"Kalinga Jeenasana' was forcibly taken by a King 
of Nanda dynasty of Magadha defeating Kalinga in 
the 5th-4th century B.C. By Asoka was again thrust 
another defeat on Kalingas in the 3rd Century B.C. 
The rise of Kharavela provided the people an 
opportunity to regain their national honour and 
dignity by vanquishing Magadha and _ recovering 
‘Kalinga Jeenasana' from Patoliputra for _ its 
installation again at Kalinganagar. All these accounts 
are available in the Elephant cave inscriptions of 
Kharavela at Khandagiri-Udayagiri, Bhubaneswar. 


After Kharavela nothing more is heard about the 
famous 'Kalinga Jeenasana' in the annals of Orissan 
history. What happened to it ? Then appeared a lot 
about "Jagannath' in the pages of Orissan history 
although the origin of the concept of ‘Jagannath’ 
dates back to vedic and puranic periods. Can't we 
establish link, rather explore the missing link between 
the Kalinga Jeenasana and Jagannath through the 
common link of | Dantapur, —_ Kalinganagar, 
Daru-brahma, Gundicha rath (Vijay) yatra ? Has it 
any link with Vijay (Victory Festival) Yatra elaborated 
by Kharavela after recovering ‘Jeenasana’ from 
Magadha 2 After Jaina Emperor Kharvela, names of 
4 (four) other Emperors deserve mention who did a 
lot for bringing about religious and cultural synthesis 
within their empires. They are Jajati Keshari, Ananta 
Varman Chodaganga Deva, Ananga Bhim Deva (ill), 
and Gajapati Kapilendra Deva. They are renowned 
as Empire builders but at the same time they strived 
to infuse secularism for achieving an integration of 
different faiths in the cult of Lord Jagannath. 


Jajati Keshari, 2nd Emperor among Soma Vamshi 
King brought 10,000 Shrotriya (Vedic) Brahmins 
from Ujjain and settled them in his empire, 
particularly in the present day Orissa region 
establishing ‘Brahmin sasans'. Thus, he laid the 
foundation of annexing Utkal with the mainstream of 
Indian/Aryan (Vedic) Culture. Being a Saivite and 
exponent of Saivism, he rebuilt the temple of Lord 
Jagannath at Puri although Jagannath was then 
worshipped as a Vishnu-deity. He alongwith his 
predecessors and successors developed 
Bhubaneswar known as Ekamra Kshetra as a Saiva 
Kshetra. For reconstruction of Jagannath temple and 
repromulgating religious rites and rituals in the 
Shrimandir he is acknowledged as the Dutee 
(Second) 'Indradyumna', the first being mythical 


Indradyumna of Malava who came to Orissa on 
religious mission. Hence forward Kalinga/Utkal was 
considered as a sacred land and Puri became 
Tirtharaj', the first and foremost among the four 
principal religious centres of Indian Sub<ontinent 
established by Adi Sankaracharya. 


Ananta Varman Chodaganga Deva coming from 
South after extinction of Keshari (Soma) Dynasty 
became the Emperor of Utkai and founded Ganga 
Dynasty. All the Ganga Kings were Vaisnavites and 
encouraged Vaisnavism. Ananga Bhima Devil 
declared himself as the first 'Rauta', Deputy of Lord 
Jagannath and Jagannath was thus elevated from the 
position of the national deity to that of the reigning 
deity, Sovereign and the real monarch or proprietor 
of the Orissan Empire. Thus, the concept of a new 
kingship or theocracy centring round Lord Jagannath 
with priestly influence ushered in. By doing s0, 
Ananga Bhima Devatlll made Orissan empire as a 
‘Devottar'Jand belonging to God (Jagannath) as a 
result of which 'Chedis' and 'Chalukyas' respectively 
ruling in the Kingdoms on the south west and south of 
Orissan empire could not venture lodging any 
aggression on the land of Lord Jagannath (which is a 
'Devottar') lest such encroachment would lead them 
fo hell of hells in the other World | This diplomatic 
policy of Anang Bhima Deva was followed by his 
successors and helped preserving Hinduism and 
Hindu Culture within the length and breadth of 
Orissan Empire for centuries after him. This is called 
'Kingship of Jagannath’, the national deity of Orissa 
which prevails even today and influences the social 
and cultural life of Oriyas. 


Surya Vamshi Kings who came after the Gangas 
declared themselves as the first Sevak (first Servant) 
of Lord Jagannath, a position much inferior to that of 
Ganga Kings who considered themselves the first 
‘Rout’ i.e. first Deputy of Lord Jagannath. Priestly 
influence thus gradually gained upper hand in 
controlling the reign of administration. It so 
happened that in place of the crown prince Hamir 
Dev (eldest son of Kapilendra Dev through his Patta 
Mahishi), an inferior prince Purushottam Dev (son of 
Kapilendra Dev through a concubine named Phulbai) 
was chosen as Gajapati after death of Kapilendra, 
thereby breaking the law of vrimogeniture. This 
assault proved to be fatal and decadence crept in, in 
the national life of Oriyas and Orissa lost its 
indendence to Afgans and Moghuls. The theocracy 
(Kingship of Jagannath) enunciated by Ananga Bhim 
Dev-lll to the greatest benefit of Orissan empire was 
misused by priestly power in the name of "Ajna 
Mala" (Fioral Decree) of Lord Jagannath. 
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We find a reflection of Jagannath Cult in the 
Devaraj Cult of medieval Cambodia. The Deputyship 
concept in Jagannath cult prevails in Devaraj Cult. 
There the King ruled on behalf of the national deity 
Devaraj (Siva) and the king was designated as 
‘Narapati' whereas in Orissan context, 'Gajapati' 
was the first 'Raut'/'Sevak! (Servant) under the 
sovereign kingship of Lord Jagannath. It is up to the 
scholars to establish or refute whether the theocracy 
of Jagannath was taken from Utkal and transplanted 
by our ancestors on the soil of the medieval Hindu 


Kingdom of Cambodia. There exists similarity in both 
the theocracies. ;

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Elephants in large number were found in the 
forest of Kalinga including Atavika and Utkal. They 
were significantly used in wars. In this context, the 
Emperor of Utkal is known as 'Gajapati'. No other 
monarch is ever known to have used such epithet. 


In the medieval age, elephants were exported to 
other countries. The maritime activities also reached 
the zenith both in military and mercantile. These are 
all special and unique attributes of this holy land of 
lord Jagannath. From "Mlechha Desh’ (unholy land) it 
has forged ahead as the most holy land in whole of 
Bharat Varsa :

Utkalasya samo Deshah

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inscriptions are engraved in the Lingaraj Temple. 
Hence, to reconstruct the history of Orissa from 
epigraphic sources the services of genuine and 
unprejudiced epigraphists conversant with South 
Indian and North Indian palaeography and history 
should be availed of. It is a matter of regret that in 
Orissa there is no other Epigraphist besides Dr. S. N. 
Rajaguru, to read Telgu inscriptions which contain 
almost half of the Orissa inscriptions. Epigraphs 
available in the Jayadeva Orissa State Museum, 
Bhubaneswar containing sources of Orissa history 
are of three categories : (1) Telgu and South Indian 
Scripts, (2) North Indian and Sanskrit Scripts and (3) 
Oriya and proto-Oriya scripts. It is found that the last 
section of epigraphy is in a more neglected state 
than the other two type. The  epigraphical 
decipherment for the proto-Oriya script found 
recorded in the inscriptions, suffers more than other 
two groups, since there are charts indicating 
development of alphabets in different countries; 
whereas there is basically no chart of the 
development of proto-Oriya scripts in different 
periods.

For prehistoric of the Kalinga-Utkal-Udra regions 
there should be inter-disciplinary approach. Modern 
methods (as applied by other States in India and 
abroad) should be introduced so as to make 
explorations in various caves and river valleys, take 
up excavations in promising sites and to interpret the 
finds after due anulysis. The geomorphological and 
geographical data should be supplemented prior to 
and during excavations. The combined efforts of 
excavational, _ paleographic and — epigraphic 
studies would help exploring the geo-political 
boundaries, geographical areas ond 
geo-cultural expansions/dimensions of ancient 
Kalinga-Utkal-Udra regions in different periods under 
different dynastic rulers and emperors. Kalinga, 
Utkal, Udra or Orissa formed as an empire extending 
from the Ganga to Godavari or even beyond that 


upto the rivers Krishno and Kaveri and lost its 
independence and sovereignty at the sudden demise 
of Telenga Mukunda Dev (1568 A.D.) while fighting 
with Afgon then ruling over Bengal. It became a 
Suba (province) under Moghuls and Marathas, 
British Raj was established on annexation of Orissa 
with British India in 1803 A.D. Thus, Orissa was 
reduced from an independent and sovereign empire 
of Gangas and Surya Vamsi Gajapatis to a mere 
Division under British Administration. Although the 
major portion came under Bengal Presidency, the 
southern part (Ganjam & Koraput districts) was with 
the Madras Presidency and the district of Sambalpur 
with Central Province. In the year 1912, a joint 
province of Bihar and Orissa was carved out 
separating Orissa portion from Bengal presidency 
which continued upto 1936. On Ist April, 1936 
Orissa emerged as a separate province which was 
further enlarged on merger of princely states after 
independence. The ex-States areas were mostly 
mountainous uplands covered forests, rich in natural 
and mineral resources, predominantly inhabitated by 
tribals of about 62 denominations constituting 
one-fourth of the total population of the State. We get 
the present geo-political entity of Orissa under one 
and the same administrative set up after merger of 
the largest tribal princely State of Mayurbhanj on 
1-1-1949. It is painful for Oriyas that large chunks of 
areas inhabitated by Oriya speaking people still 
remain outside the boundaries of Orissa in the North, 
West and South. Protection and preservation of 
Oriya culture and language in these outlying areas is 
of the utmost concern for every Oriya. However, from 
heterogeneous past with multiple problems before it, 
the enlarged State under a democratic constitution 
now endeavours for attainment of a homogeneous 
future through planned development for the last four 
decades.

|. INTRODUCTION 


|. 1. Apheterion (which has been stated as 
Samudraprastan stan in the Buddhist text 
Gandavyuha) was a significant point of departure for 
ships bound for the different regions of South East Asia 
(Khryse) in the ancient period. Its location is an 
important aspect of study on the Maritime activities 
on the Eastern Coast. The present Paper aims to 
review the opinions of the learned scholars on the 
location of this Maritime centre and to indicate its 
exact location in the Modern map. The sources for 
the study are mainly based on the reports of the 


Roman and the Greek writers and the archaeological 
evidences.

He also identifies this Apheterion 
with Chelifalo-Ching of Hiuen Tsang (the Chinese 
pilgrim who visited Orissa in the middle of 7th century 
A. pé Recently K. S. Behera has also accepted this 
identification of Chelitalo-Ching with Apheterion.” 


Il. APHETERION IS NEITHER CHELITALO-CHING 
NOR CHHATRAPUR 


3.1. We have reasons to differ with the learned 
historiar on the identification of Apheterion with 
Cheli’ ining and Chhatrapur. 


() At present Chhatrapur has no such 
archaeological evidence for its connection with the 
point of departure for ships as stated by Ptolemy and 
Marcianus. A small port named Ganja exists near 
Chhatrapur which Is sufficient for its Identification with 
Apheterion. 


(il) The identification of Apheterion with 
Chelitalo-Ching has also contrary 
arguments.Chelitalo-Ching of Hiuen Tsang was no 
doubt a thoroughfare and resting place for sea-going 
traders and the strangers from distant lands. In a note 
to the text of Hiuen Tsang by Fa-hsing, the term has 
been translated by a phrase which may signify 
Setting out exactly bearing the same meaning as that 
attached to the Greek term Apheterion.® The 
geographical description on Chelitalo-Ching has 
been included in the section of Odradesa in the 
account of Hiuen Tsang. According to the Chinese 
pilgrim, in the south-east of the Odra country was the 
city Chelitalo about 20 |i in circuit? After the 
description of Odradesa the Chinese pilgrim stated 
about Kongoda. Kongoda-mandala during the time 
of Hiuen Tsang could cover the Banapur zone (the 
Chika lake areas) and a part of the Ganjam 
district!9, The inscriptional references of the period of 
the Sailodbhava kings from about 7th century A.D. 
confirm this territorial extent of kongoda-mandala, |! 
The area of Chhatrapur (which has been accepted 
by H. B. Sarkar as Apheterion and Chelitalo-Ching) 
comes within Kongoda-mandala or even within 
Kalinga. But it was not within the area of Odradesa. 
Hiuen Tsang had given a description of Odradesa 
and also of Kongoda and Kalinga. If Chelitalo-Ching 
was in the Chhatrapur zone, the Chinese pilgrim 
would have certainly included it in the Kingdom of 
Kongoda and Kalinga. But as he was conscious of the 
fact that Chelitalo-Ching was a part of Odradesa, he 
could easily refer it in his description of 
Odradesa.'Hence we cannot accept _ the 
identification of Chelitalo-Ching with Chhatrapur. 
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learned historian further accepts Chhatrapur (now in Chelitalo-Ching appears to be different from 


Apheterion considering the geographical location 
Apheterion as stated by Ptolemy and Marcianus. The 
historians have accepted Apheferion as one which 
was situated near Palaura zone and in that case 
Chelitalo-Ching situated in the Odradesa cannot be 
identified with Chhatrapur. The Sanskrit name for 
Apheterion |s Samudraprasthan stan and its original 
name cannot be the regional name _ of 
Chelitalo-Ching. Apheterion of Greek accounts was 
an important point of departure for ships. Other points 
(directions) might have been there in ancient India. 
We presume that at a later phase another piace 
near the Eastern Sea became famous as a 
resting-place for sea-going traders. Its original name 
was probably corrupted by Hiuen Tsarig as 
Chelitalo-Ching. \f Palaura was correctly known to the 
Greek writers and Palaura is also known to all at 
present in that name and if Apheterion of the Greek 
account near it had a regional name (which 
according to Sircar and Behera is identical with 
Chelitalo-Ching of Hiuen Tsang), at least one Greek 
writer must have been conscious about it, i.e., he 
would have known its regional name.!2 It indicates 
that Samudraprastan stan was known in that name in 
the ancient period; but Chelitalo-Ching existing at 
some other point of the sea coast was a separate 
place for the sea-going traders. 


3.2. A.P. Pattnaik, an Orissan scholar on maritime 
activities identified Chelitalo-Ching with Chhatragarh 
on the basis of archaeological evidence.'3 We can 
also reject this Identification on the ground that 
Chhatragarh near Chilka lake was within the territory 
of Kongoda and not within the Oadradesa. 14| like to 
draw the attention of the learned historians to these 
points; (I) Apheterion of the Greek accounts Is 
different from Chelitalo-Ching of Hiuen Tsang. (il) It 
cannot be identified with Chicacole or even with 
Chhatrapur. 


IV. APHETERION IS IDENTICAL WITH 
CHHATRAGARH 


4.1. | like to identify Apheterion with Chhatragarh 
on the basis of the archaeological evidences.!5 
Chhatragarh is situated within the Chilka lake zone. 
In this locality there is a village called Garhdwar - 
(which indicates the existence of a fort). Besides on its 
north-west corner at the foot of the Bhalleri hillock 
there is a village called Nuagarh. There are also 
other remains of a fort within the Chilka lake zone. The 
first important evidence for the existence of an 
ancient port is the Pradipa (lamp) on the submit of 
the hillock. In ancient time a lamp was placed on a 
high pillar to point out the directions (digabareni). The 
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second Indication is the existence of 
keutabasti/Kandarabasti (fishermen community). 
These people's according ta tradition, were the 
descendants of the sea-borne traders of the ancient 
time. They claim to be of Naga-sampradaya which 
indicates the connection of their predecessors with 
sea-bomne trade. In the ancient time near a port 
there was a teligious centre Gaiva or Buddhist). The 
traders before the voyage worshipped the deities for 
auspicious moment. Near Chhatragarh there is a 
lamp-post (Batikhamba) which is near the temple of 
the goddess Narayani on the submit of the hillock. 
There is also a Saiva temple called Langaleswara 
and Buddhist remains can be seen in zone near 
Achyutarajpur. The other great evidence for the 
appreciation of Chhatragath as a centre of 
navigation Is the existence of Q dock. The dock is 
about 11 kilometres from the mouth of the lake upto 


the foot of the Bhalleri hillock. At the south side of this

There ls another port in this zone called 
Khandualakota. Near this Port on the Submit of the 
hillock within the Chilka zone there is q lamp 
engraved on a stone. Also a Saiva temple is there 
which Is called Kaliyugeswar. It indicates that the 
area had also another Port. The village Nuagarh is 
quite near Chhatragath. It is at the foot of the hillock 
called Bhallery. In all Probability, consequent upon 
natural calamities Chhatragarh wa: 


Ss deserted and 
the people settled at this place which they named 
Nuagarh. 
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and a coin of Sahasamalla, a king of Shri Lanka, 
shows trade contact with China and Shri Lanka in the 
early mediaeval period,!7 The existence of 
Bhavakundaleswar temple (13th century A. D.) 
confirms that the zone was an important centre of 
culture in the early mediaeval period. A part of 
Manikyapatana was already inside Chilka lake as a 
result of her expansion. The remains of a port have 
been discovered by the Orissan archaeologists from 
the ruins of several stupas in this area. As the place is 
situated on the left side of Tanda Jaladhara 
(Channel) which connects Chilka and the Bay of 
Bengal one can easily accept the existence of a port 
in ancient time. All these archaeological evidences 
go in support of the location of Apheterion of Ptolemy 


in the Chhatragarh zone which is also not far away 
from Palaura. 
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RED CROSS MEET 


At the Abhisek Hall of Raj Bhavan Shri B. Satyanarayan Reddy, Governor of Orissa 
and the President of Indian Red Cross Society, State Branch presided over the 
executive committee meeting at 11 a.m. on December 29, last.

He further told that though 
the number of cases of AIDS detected in Orissa was very small, we could not afford to 
be complacent. Shri Reddy requested all members to set before themselves the specific 
goal of providing facilities for the Elisha test in all the Blood Banks as well as facilities 
for doing the westem blot test in at least 12 places in the State, within the next two 
years to detect AIDS.

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Now-odays, the marine and brackish: water 
prawn culture has been taken the top Position in 
Aquaculture practices. In comparison to this, the fresh 
water prawn culture has not been developed so 
much. Orissa has large fresh water resources in the 
form of rivers, canals, ponds, tanks, lakes, reservoirs 
etc, where fresh water prawn culture practices can 
be carried out. The important fresh water prawn 
species to be cultured is Macrobrachium rosenbergil, 
which is known as the giant fresh water prawn. 
Besides macrobrachium malcolmsonii, M ideal etc 
are also important species for culture Purposes, 


Though the giant freshwater prawn lives in fresh 
water in its adult stage, but larvae of this shrimp 
prefers and lives in brackish water. So during 
breeding season the adult Species migrate to 
estuaries. Generally they breed during December to 
July. The larvae are fed on zooplanktons available 
naturally. These larvae undergo several 
metamorphosis and become juveniles. These 
ivveniles travel upstream towards fresh water zones 
and become mature in about nine months. During 
their upstream migration the juveniles are collected 
for culture practices by fine meshed cloth bagnets 
from the river mouth.

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CALL FOR POLLUTION FREE AWARENESS CAMPAIGN 


Governor Shri B. Satyanarayan Reddy inaugurated photo exhibition organised on the 
occasion of National Pollution Prevention Day at Soochana Bhavan in the afternoon of 2nd 
December . The exhibition, organised by State Pollution Control Board, on the occasion of 
the 2nd National Pollution Prevention Day Celebration sponsored by NALCO, J. K. Papers, 
Steel Authority of India and ORSAC participated in the exhibition. Governor cautioned against 
rapid industrialisation and population growth, nuclear and chemical war-fare and careless 
research. The earth, he said, was going to be destroyed by air and water pollution unless 
sufficient preventive measures and awareness drive were launched. He appreciated the move by 
the State Pollution Control Board in monitoring the water of river Mahanadi, Brahmani and 
Baitarani. He further told that only by bringing legislation or simply by enforcing the pollution 
control and environment protection acts, the disaster that occured in the Union Carbide Plant 
at Bhopal in 1984 (which took 1500 lives and made thousands of people crippled) could not 
be averted. He urged the industrialists, technical personnel, workers and govt. staff to work in 
close cooperation to avert disasters. 


The Governor further told "In memory of those unfortunate gas victims of Bhopal, we have 
assembled here to observe this day as the National Pollution Prevention Day. This is the right 
occasion, when we must strive to create an awareness about the hazards of the pollution. 
Development without control of the environmental pollution shall reduce the quality of life. 
Therefore, a balance must be brought between economic growth, technological development 
and environmental control so as to ensure objective of development to improve the quality of 
life."

Decentralised planning — 
A conceptual look : 
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shape of centre, state, 


planning machinery as existed in past and today it 
has been ineffective as a result of a disciplined 
approach, systematic way of functioning and a well 
defined methodology to en 


act the objectives, written 
down at higher levels. Hence microlevel Planning is 
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mostly given dent to a systematic way to activate 
goals and objectives; set at national level into a 
planned reality and it can only be pragmatic if there 
is close and open interaction among the different 
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'chursit based on the degree of power hierarchy 
exploits the power of his positive or comparative 
degree subordinates optimising his deliberative 
authority (Max Weber) to the extent; possible for the 
interest of his self or for his corelates without having 
any aggregative holistic objective. This greed for 
acquiring and tenuring authority (not leadership) has 
vapourized the idea of value-based democracy and 
welfare state.Though there has been enormous 
discussions on this, yet few evidences of lower 
bodies getting and exercising de facto economic or 
administrative power. 


So the administration and the executive must act 
and react with a big brother's role of facilitator and 
promotor and the administration must be made 
accountable, clean and responsive to people's 
participation in planning. The implication of involving 
the mass in the developmental process actively and 
dissipating the over-uling by central polity, Local 
planning from the bottom are to be faced and 
tackled in a possible way of equity, justice and 
welfare. The more the root is nourished and matured, 
the more the growth of the developmental plant. In 
many states 'Block' has been officially accepted as 
the lowest planning unit till today while in some 
states Panchayat is the accepted one. Then the 
pertinent questions are raised like; (i) What should 
be the goals of micro-planning, (ii) What critical 
minimum logistics are necessary for it and how can it 
be available in a systematic manner, (iii) Whether 
the block is to be taken as the last unit or the 
planning will further descend to village level, (iv) Will 
it always be trusted that the grass root planning unit 
is a closed one with many open-endedness to act or 
to enact. The village concept was the initial outcome 
of Gandhian Philosophy of self-sufficient rural India. 
To him decentralization of economic and political 
power is a natural corolary to exploitation and 
economic exploitation was the essence of violence in 
society. Wars in future could be eschewed only by 
following a bold policy of decentralisation through 
the organisation of largely self-sufficient village 
communities. 


Philosophy of success of the concept : 


Keeping in view incrementalism in the central and 
state developmental activities and more the time the 
country is under one portly rule and more 
centralisation: has started gripping into the Indian 
political and economic structure over the three 
decades or more and decision-making and taking 
process is mostly centralised; taking the concept of 
decentralization appears to be futile. The reason may 
be due to instability in political power and for that, 
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more greed for exploitation of existing power for 
generation of futuristic power is the real gamble of 
political centralisotion. The multiplier's effect of 
power of this sort imbibed a vicious circle of chaos 
in economic sphere also. It is fruitless to decentralize 
economic power to attain equi-distribution of benefits 
without making decentralisation of power both in the 
polity and in the bureaucracy that represents the 
state. The process of decentralisation of power, in 
way of functional codification and strict adherence of 
the delegation of scope of work and its limitations at 
the individual personnel level is a basic ingredient of 
restructuring the entire state function of legislation to 
fourth estate. This is the real success story of political 
economic of the concept. 

Interventions and encroachments on sectoral and 
area development by politics is a well known pave. 
Pressure group politics embarks upon individuous 
take and discriminative give with vested interest 
without having a reasonable sense of national 
feeling, it usually results in inequity, injustice and 
disparity. So a fair and righteous representation in 
the polity and bureaucracy is the secret of success. 
The summom bonum of planning rests on the bilateral 
reciprocation of ‘Planning by the masses’ (planning 
by the ruling representatives) and for mosses (Ruled 
mass). 


On the other hand, everincreasing resistance and 
defence by the polity-bureau in an era of increasing 
Government activity in planning and welfare must 
equilibriate the demand for ever increasing central 
bureaucratic control against the demand for 
increased concern for the unique requirements of 
specialised local and regional interests. 


Inclusion of the citizen's opinion of a sovereign in 
the process of nation building doesn't allow the 
people to be heard; that is being delivered by the 
decision makers but they are to be fully involved in 
the process and their bona fide requirements should 
not be overlooked at any rate at any cost. Another 
reason may be the biased economic policies which 
lead to movement of 'benefits' to certain confined 
localities and politically targetted areas. Lack of 
coordination, monitoring and evaluation by the 
Government as a big brother's role of promoter and 
facilitator in fiscal and other policies is also one of he 
lacunae. This type of haphazard and delinked efforts 
carried out by the projecting agencies lead to 
regional disparity. So it calls for the thorough 
administrative procedural reform associated with 
legislative and policy recasting. Ideologically it will 
be a success story of precedence of Techno-Demo 
co-relationship over Bureau-Demo relationship. 
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To conclude, the ascending order of planning 
Process from grass root can succeed on a 
confederation of mandatory support from all the 
citizens whole-heartedly. Community management, 
public participation and mult-planning concept is 
gaining importance in the near future where awareness 
and communique (in a rational and judicious way) is 
ought to operate in a wider spectrum of Participatory 
democracy in this country. Populism doesn't mean to 
inject checks and remedies but calls for the 
consciousness and indepth involvement by mass; 
leverage and commitment by the elites. Every unit of 
sovereign must feel that 'to get something greater we 
have to lose something smaller or lesser than the 
greater’ which means individuous sacrifice for on 
aggregative benefit, 


So at this moment 


the planner's ethics must be 
"Advocacy planning an 


d politicking’ for the poor. The 
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benefits of additional growth must be dividended to 
the marginalist while the burdens fall on the affluents 
must be borne with stout back. Dependency being a 
curse, this syndrome, should be wiped out from the 
juvenile blood in searching for outside authority for 
choice of objectives and resource mobilisation. May 
the bureaucratic management retard the acceleration 
of development; yet we can succeed by selfstead 
and selfhelp by innovation and 
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development and 
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Subhash Chandra Bose was born on 23rd January 
1897 (11 Magh between 12 to 1 PM)! at Cuttack, 
Orissa.He was the ninth child of Janakinath Bose and 
Prabhabati Devi. He had five elder brothers? and 
three elder sisters. Two brothers and three sisters 
were born after him. His father Janakinath Bose was 
a lawyer at Cuttack from 1885, the year Indian 
National Congress took birth. He was considered an 
expert on the Land Reform Law of Orissa. His mother 
Prabhabati Devi was an orthodox woman with 
religious leanings. The family was affluent and 
religious. He was brought up in a large joint family 
atmosphere with brothers and sisters and a host of 
servants. 


Subhash was religious minded from his 
childhood. Undoubtedly he derived that trait of 
character from his mother. He was very frank and 
free before her and it had been revealed from his 
numerous letters addressed to his mother that he 
could disclose everything on earth to her. He sought 
her advice when he was in a dilemma. In a letter 
addressed to his mother, when he was about 15 to 
16 years of age, he had shown his maturity and 
inquisitiveness at that tender age : 


"Revered mother, what is the object of education? 
If an educated man has no character, shall | call him 
a Pundit ? Never." 


"But if an uneducated person is conscientious in 
his ways, believes in and loves God, | am prepared 
to accept him as a Maho-pundit. | worship the man 
whose heart is overflowing with love of God". 


In his childhood, Subhash was left in the care of 
Sharda, his nurse and governess who loved him too 
much. She became his early friend and guide. She 
was extremely fond of him and told him stories from 
the great Epics and Puranas. She encouraged his 
inner feelings as Rambha, a maid, inspired Mahatma 
Gandhi with Rama Tarak Mantra. She fondly called 
him Raja which became his nickname in the family. 
Subhash showed her deep respect and gratitude 
throughout his life and in his letters to his mother he 
never forgot to mention about her. 


His house was in the midst of a Muslim locality. 
He came in contact with them from his chidhood. He 
joined their akharas and also took part in their 
festivals like Muharram and Id. They had a Muslim 
cook in their family who used to tell them stories 
about ghosts and showed magic fo them. He also 
posed before them as a Hakim and published his 
knowledge about herbal medicines. 
between Hindu and Muslim were unknown in 
those days and they were living as brothers. 
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He had Muslim :teachers, classmates and friends. 
His love earned him good Muslim friends in his later 
life when he formed the Indian National Army to 
liberate India from British. They fought with him 
shoulder to shoulder and earned his respect and 
confidence.? 


He started his education at the age of seven and 
joined Baptist Mission School at Cuttack. It was an 
AnglolIndian school with 15% seats reserved for 
Indians. The teachers were mostly Angloindians 
and Europeans and the atmosphere was not 
conducive for the Indian students. There was not 
much emphasis on regular studies and more 
attention was given to the extra-curricualr activities 
of the students. The students had to read the Bible 
daily and were taught the history and geography of 
Great Britain. Subhash felt frustrated by the 
discrimination in the School for Indian students. 
They were not admitted to the Sports Club and 
Boys' Volunteer Corps. Though Subhash was a 
brilliant student and topped in the class, he was not 
allowed to sit at the scholarship examination 
because he was an Indian. Thus it was from his 
boyhood that he came to realise the existence of 
two different worlds in India and the sons of the soil 
were being discriminated and not cared for. 


He left the school and joined Ravenshaw 
Collegiate School in January 1909 in Class IV4. He 
found the atmosphere of that school more 
favourable and encouraging. There were Bengali 
and Oriya teachers and students. He came in 
contact with the students from all walks of life and 
from them he learnt the prevailing conditions in the 
society of Cuttack at that time. His career from 
1909 to 1913 in this school added moral, mystic, 

_teligious, spiritual and social dimensions to his life. 


He was a bright student in. his class and had 
mastery over English language due to his public 
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school background. Here he developed an interest 
for learning Sanskrit which was key to all oncient 
India scriptures. Biswanath Rath was his Sanskrit 
teacher and he was 
overwhelmed with the 
performance of 
Subhash in Sanskrit 
and awarded him100 
marks out of 100, a 
tare distinction 
granted to a student in 
that school. 


Here he came in 
contact with Beni 
Madhab Das, the Headmaster of the School, who left 
an indelible print on his life. He regarded him as his 
spiritual Guru and mentor and hod a place of respect 
for him throughout his life. 


About Beni Madhab Das, Subhash says : 


"| had MMexperience how to respect a person till 


now. But for me visit to Beni Madhabji was not a 
mere visit, it was really a worship on my part. | am 
not that mature to understand what qualities in him 


Prompted me to worship him. | only realised that he 
is more a man in true sense than an ordinary 


teacher. He is different from all and is above 
anything. | silently made myself to understand if | 
want idealism for my life, he is that ideal"5. 

Beni Madhab:Das was o man of high moral 
character and his moral influence over Subhash was 
of high order. Subhash in his autobiography says : 
"He has succeeded in rousing in me a vague 
Perception of moral values, an inchoate feeling that 
in human life moral values should count more than 
anything else. In other words he made me feel the 
truth of what we had read in our Poetry book— 


"The rank is but a guinea's stamp 
The man is gold for all that’ 


Another thing he learnt fro 
nature. In one of his letter 
to Subhash : 


m him was to love the 
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riversides of Mahanadi for hours and observed in 
silence the mysteries of Nature. Ha described his 
experience with his trusted friend Dilip Roy in the 
following conversation : 


"Dilip, did you ever live beside a river 2" 
"No, why 2" 


"Because | happen to know having passed my 
childhood. days in Cuttack. It is very curious 
though—for you have given a simile which spells 
your own ruin. For the tides recede only to surge 
back again, especially in the rains, with mounting 
force. Day after day | would watch on in curiosity. 
They strike the solid banks for something at flood-ide 
but it seems, only to troop away—shame faced, 
defeated. After a time they appear again and hurtle 
with a storonger impetus. This play of rising and 
subsiding is repeated, the assaulting continues, and 
the banks, their enemies, get weaker and weaker, 


imperceptibly—till the fateful day when chunks of 
them fall 


plop into the swirling, eddying tides,and the 
battle is won.” 


The lesson from Nature from the riversides at 
Cuttack by observing the battle between the tides 
and the river bank h 
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his later life. He wa 
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among the needy. At times, they visited small villages 
nearby Cuttack on nursing expeditions at the times of 
flood, drought or during the spread of dreaded 
epedemics like cholera, small pox etc. He could see 
the real conditions prevailing in the society. He could 
see the appaling poverty in Indian villages where 
people die like flies and illiteracy, ignorance and 
blind faith was the 
prevailing order. 
People described 
before him _ their 
misery and the 
unhealthy conditions 
in which they were 
forced to live. No 
Government official 
visited them or did 
something for them. 
They were left along 
to their fate to die the 
death of dogs. What 


a precarious * 
condition ? He was WAS 
really shocked. It y ¥ 
brought him more 


courage and 
determination to 
serve for the noble cause. In 1910 there was severe 
cholera in Jajpur, a locality about 100 miles away 
from Cuttack. Subhash decided to go there. They left 
without taking permission from anybody. They did 
not take any precaution against infections. They 
dined and slept together in groups and at times they 
had to cover long distances by foot. They had with 
them only a few boxes of homoeopathic medicines. 
The condition was heart rendering. In those 
days no body dared to touch a cholrea 
victim. They were given no medicine or 
care. They were left to die their natural 
death. But their team fearlessly attended the 
patients and gave them medicines. Their 
sacrifice and dedication brought courage 
and self confidence among the patients.The 
patients considered them as god sent 
angels. What a self satisfaction for a noble 
job ? He never forgot the satisfaction he 
got during the service to the patients 
throughout his life. He had to face the 
wrath of his father and other relatives on 
his return from the trip after about a week. 


From his childhood Subhash was 


religious. His constant conversation with 
Nature stimulated his imaginative faculty. 


Netaji Subhash Seva Sadan, Cuttack. , ore 
Here Subhash Bose was born in 1897 . 
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He desired to know the mysteries of the Universe and 
in order to realise this goal he was in search of a 
Guru. He silently left home in search of a true Guru 
and visited all the religious places in North India. 
Soon he realised his folly. He could see for himself 
the unhealthy atmosphere in the so called holy cities 
where people were exploited in the name of religion 
by so called Sadhus or Sanyosis. He returned 
disheartened but 
wiser. He 
described _his 
experience in his 
own words : 


"| returned 
home a_ wiser 
man having lost 
much of my 
admiration for 
ascetics and 
anchorities. It is 
well that | had 
this experience 
of my own, but 
for in life, there 
certain 
things which we 
had to learn for 
ourselves"®: 
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But his religious spirit showed him a way in his 
life. He studied Indian Philosophy and became a 
master in it. Even in the battle field of Burma he never 
ignored his habits for religious activities. He always 
kept a copy of the Bhagvad Gita in his uniform.His 
religious leanings also earned him good friends in 
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Ravenshaw Collegiate School, Cuttack where 
Subhash Bose studied 
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Germany who extended him help to lay the 
foundation stone of the Indian Notional Army in 
Germany.7 


Thus by 1913, when he left Ravenshaw 
Collegiate School and Cuttack city, after securing 
second position in the University, he had become 
an experienced man. He had by then become on 
ardent lover of the nature and mankind. Service to 
mankind is service to God had become his motto. 
He also learnt from the atmosphere of Cuttack the 
spirit of universal brotherhood and peaceful 
coexistence. He learnt how to respect the elders 
and his devotion to his Guru Beni Madhab Das 
became an ideal for others. Thus he had already 
laid a strong foundation for facing the future and 
had formed an opinion of his own. To sum up his 
early achievement in his own words : 


"When | left school, | had by then made certain 
definite decisions for myself. | was not going to 
follow the beaten track, come what may. | was 
going to lead a life of spiritual welfare and 
upliftment of humanity. | was going to make a 
profound study of 


Philosophy so that | could solve 
the fundamental problems of life 
going on fora worldly career.

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"Goat—18",an oil painting by B. Bhaskar 

A 10-day exhibition of paintings and sculptures 
was held recently at the Rashtriya Lalit Kala Kendra 
in Bhubaneswar. There were 50 exhibits from the 
artists of Orissa, Bihar and Madhya Pradesh, the 
three states under the purview of the Bhubaneswar 
Kendra (known otherwise as the Regional Art 
Centre). 

While most of the exhibits in the sculpture section 
were an unimpressive lot, some paintings impressed 
with their technical excellence and creativity. An oil 
painting "Goat-18" by Bhubaeswar Bhaskar, was a 
striking work which portrayed Goddess Kali in the 
background and a sacrificial lamb in the front. The 
goddess was in a benign gesture with one of her 
hands in Barada mura but that did not lessen the 
plight of the lamb. The contrast in the colour scheme, 
while the Goddess was in black with a reddish 
tongue dominated the entire background, the lamb in 
white reflected innocence. Another painting in water 
colour by Sant Kumar Shrivastava titled as "An 
Orphan Bird" is somewhat similar in theme though 
presented differently. The artist presented in this work 
nature in great turmoil, the elements working in flurry 
and a weakling bird (in the face of colossal forces 
even the strongest bird cannot be anything else) was 
seen caught in the raging forces. 

Of course, the exhibits contained works of some 
established painters like © Dinanath —_Pathy's 
"Touchable", Chandra Sekhar Rao's "Profession", 
Chandramani Biswal's "Dying Century", Ramahari 
Jena's "Painting 93", etc. But inspite of the technical

skill reflected in these paintings, they did not impress 
in contents.

In her upper right 
hand, which Is touching her hair, tied as one jata In a- 
round shape. In her left middie hand, she Is seen 
holding a kapala with Agn! In It. Both the lower hands 
of Devi are put In a dancing posture. Durga Is seen 
wearing a hara with a bell hanging from Its centre as 
pendant. It Is a peculiar form of Durga 
Iconographically, so far found In this region. This 
image Is of the height of around 10" and breadth of 
6". This Image can be 
Iconographically dated to 
the 7th century A. D. 


An Image of 
four-handed Ganesh 
seated In Maharajalila |s 
fitted to the proper right of 
the doorway of the 
garbhagrina. He Is seen 
holding an ankusa and a 
pasa in his raised upper 
fight and left hands 
respectively. The lower 
tight hand Is in 
Varadamuara on his raised 
tight knee, In which he Is 
holding an aksamala. The 
Probescls of Ganesa Is 
turned towards left, seen 
picking laddu from the 
Laddupatra which Is being 
held by him In his lower left 
hand, He Is seen wearing a 
karanda mukuta on his 
head and a sampopabita 
on his body. This sculpture Is 
that hls Vahana mouse Is not seen anywhere. It Is of 
the size of around 14° In helght and 12° In breadth. 


In front of the Chandi temple, there are two 
sculptures, which deserve special attention. One Is 
that of a four-handed Ganesha seated In the usual 
ardhaparyankasana posture and the other one, that 
of a headless: male figure In the adbhu dancing 
Posture like that found In the-cases of the Chausath! 
Yoginis of Ranipur Jnarlal. The Ganesa figure Is around 
18" In breadth and 30° In height. It Is a four-handed 
figure of Ganesha, seen to be seated In Lalitasana, 
on a double petalled Visvapadmapitha. (Plate-1) His 
proboscis Is turned to the left seen picking modaka 
from the modakapatra held by him in his upper left 
hand, while the object In his upper right hand Is not 
clear. His right hand Is In varadamuadra on the knee 
of his right leg, which Is hanging below. He Is seen

holding a parasu In his lower left hand which Is below 
on the pedestal. He has no mukuta on his head. An 
Inverted champak flower-bud motif is carved in the 
centre of the pedestal. In both sides, on the top of 
the slab, there are two round-shaped designs, most 
probably depicting two lotus-rosette motifs. But as the 
sculpture is very much eroded by now due to the 
ravages of nature, more details can be worked out. 
From the Iconographic point of view this sculpture 
can be placed In the late Somavams! period, circa 
11th century A. D. 


Near village 
Harbhanga, which = |s 
sttuated at a distance of 
around sk kms. from 
Salebhata, a Siva temple 
has been constructed In a 
fleld not far from the right 
bank of the river Ang. Here 
one can find = cut 
size-stone-blocks, once 
used In an early temple. 
Here are kept two Images 
of Kartikeya, one 
four-handed figure and 
the other having six heads 
(Sadanana), one of the 
height of around two feet 
and half, and the other 
one (Sadanana) of 
around 18". Both figures 
afte four-handed, seen 
holding a short frisula and 
Pasa In the upper right 
and loft hands 
respectively, while seen 
vahana the peacock In his 
lower right hand. The peacock Is standing In profile 
behind Kartikeya. The lower left hand of Kartikeya Is 
near welst-portion, but the object In it Is not clear. 


At Harbhanga, the size stone-blocks used In an old 
temple are lying scattered here and there. Among 
these there Is one stone block, which was most 
probably used as the dvara-alata-vimba of the 
garbhagriha, In the centre-portion of It, a seated 
four-handed Ganesa figure Is carved instead of the 
usual Gajalaksml. It Is a rare phenomenon; In western 
Orissa, In two more places, we find such Ganesa 
figures on the gateway to the garbhagriha of the Siva 
temple at Narla In the district of Kalahandi (12th 
century A. D. ) and on the gateway to the 
Jagamohan of the Bimalesvara Siva temple at Huma 
In the district of Sambalpur. The round amalaka of 
the collapsed temple of Harbhanga Is at present lying 
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In the street of the 
village. From the 
Iconographic point of 
view, the loose sculpture 
of Harabhanga can be 
ascribed to the 12th 
century A. D. 

There Is a village 
named Talgaj in the 
Puintala Panchayat 
samlti area situated at a 
distance of nearly twenty 
kms. from Balanglr town, 
This village can be 
Adentified with ‘Talakajja’, 
which finds mention in 
the Patna Museum 
Plates4 of the Somavams! 
King Mahasivagupta

ears. In both sides are two profiied female figures 
seen to be standing near his legs. They can be taken 
as his wives Rajni and Niskhubha. In the pedestal 
portion are carved seven horses with the diminutive 
figure of Aruna, the legless charloteer. In the other 
side of the pillar opposite that of the Nayika, a 
dancing elght-handed figure of Ganesha Is carved. In 
both his upper hands he Is seen holding a snake, a 
round modaka, which he Is touching with the help of 
his proboscis, In his third upper left hand Is a long 
trisula, while his lowest left hand (fourth one) Is In 
abhayamuara. The object In his second upper right 
hand Is not clear, while In his third upper right hand he 
Is seen holding an aksmala. His lowest right hand 
(fourth one) Is bent near his chest-portion. It Is a 
unique Image of Nrtta Ganapati, seen to be dancing 
In tribhanga, putting the entire load of his body on his 
vahana, the mouse, which Is In a profiled posture on 
the pedestal, facing the proper left. 


In the opposite side of the Surya Image, the 
otherside of the pillar bears the carved Image of the 
divine couple Uma-Mahesvara In sukhasana. 
(Plate-3) Devi Is seen to be seated on the left lap of 
Lord Siva and looking at him with a pleasant smile in 
her lps. Both have karanda mukuta on their heads. 
Siva Is depicted as four-handed with his lower right 
hand on his chest and the upper left hand raised, but 
the object held In It Is not clear Ike other two hands. 
The Devi has arranged her halr In a big chignon In the 
back-side of her head. The right leg of Siva Is hanging 
below the pedestal and 
Is on the back of his 
vahana Nandi, who Is In 
profile and looking up at 
his master In 
"Devaviksannatatpara’” 
pose, Simllarly, the left 
leg of Devi Is hanging 
below and Is on the 
back of her vahana, the 
Lion, which Is_ also 
carved In profile just 
below the pedestal. In 
between the bull and 
the llon, the design of an 
Inverted champak bud 
ls carved. 

Tne Image of Surya

Orissa, previously of course one Biranch! Narayana 
image was collected from Salebhata. Although the 
main image of Surya Image Is missing, broken pleces 
of the pedestal depicting the seven horses found at 
Nrsimhanath In the district of Sambalpur and at 
Gandharadi In the newly created district of Boud, In 
Manomunda also an image of Surya of 2' height Is 
being worshipped as Durga In a small shtine> 
situated on the right bank of river Mahanadl.. 


Elght handed Nrita Ganapati Images of bigger 
dimensions are found at Harlshankar and 
Godhaneswar, both situated in the districts of Balanglr 
and Sonepur respectively . It Is fitted at parsva 
devata in the southern niche of the Siva temple of 
Champamal In the Bitmaharajpur Sub-Division of 
Sonepur district also. 


Independent Uma Mahesvara images are found 
at Belkhandi and Topigaon In the district of 
Kalahanai. Similarly figure of Uma Mahesvara Is 
carved as the central figure of the panel adoming 
the door-lintel of the Jagamohana of the Kosalesvara 
Siva temples at Vaidyanath and Patnagam. It Is also 
fitted to the northern parsva-devata niche of the Siva 
temple of Sikuan in the Bolanglr district of Orissa. 


But the portion of the square-pillar of the 
Swapnesvara Siva temple of Talga] Is unique In the 
sense that nowhere in the entire upper Mahanadl 
valley of Orissa, such a pillar has been discovered 
having the carved figures of Nayika, Surya, Nrtta 
Ganapati and 
Uma-Maheswara carved In 
all four sides of It.

The literary genius of Orissa, Dr. Sitakanta 


Mohapatra, and the greatest literary honour of the 
nation, the Jnanpith Award, had to meet someday. 


Born on September 
17, 1937 in a village 
in Mahanga on a river 
called —— Chitrotpala, 
Sitakanta's life could 
well have unfolded as 
insignificantly as that 
of any ordinary child's 
but for a precocious 
poetic sensibility that 
drew him close to the river and the sea, the earth and 
the sky, and the joy and agony of simple rural folk with 
their sun and moon, bird and field, rite and ritual. Little 
had the child realised how deeply would these become 
the leit motif in his later day oeuvre. 


An impressive student career culminating in a 
postgraduate degree in Political Science from 
Allahabad University in 1959 and the subsequent 
entry into the coveted IAS in 1961 stood side by side 
with a maturing sensibility that was all along straining 
for articulation. And articulate it did. In 1963, the 
young poet announced his arrival on the Oriya literary 
scene with his maiden collection of poems, Dipti o 
Dyuti, and has stayed a potent force ever since, 


The book was a marvel of sheer Poetic excellence 
and appealed fo the reader and critic alike for its 
freshness in diction and a ringing lyric. But what stood 
_out above all was a sensibility irretrievably enmeshed 

in the lore of life—now revelling, now rebelling; but all 
the while being a sensibility that carried the burden of 
the spirit, the human spirit, seriously concerned with 
the state of the individual caught in the trap of a 
universe of myths and realities. To this day, his poetry 
carries this spirit as g mind carries 
consciousness—invisible yet omnipresent.

Of the eleven anthologies of poems brought out so 
far by the poet, Ashtapaal (1967) received the State 
Sahitya Akademi Award, and shabdara Akasa (1971) 
the Central Sahitya © Akademi Award — Besides, 
Dr. Mohapatra has also been honoured with the 
Sarala Award, Kumaran Asan Award and the Soviet 
Land Nehru Award. In addition to a number of 
collections of poems in English and in translation Dr. 
Mohapatra has to his credit a large number of essays 
and tracts on tribals and their culture. It's only befitting 
that he holds a doctorate in social anthropology. 

Dr. Mohapatra is the third Oriya, after Gopinath 
Mohanty and Sachi Routray, to receive the prestigious 
Jnanpith and has brought glory not only to his 
predecessors and himself but also to the Award itself.

He plays with his 
idiom, swerving as need be between the banal and the 
sublime, but never overstepping the aesthetics of the 
work at hand. Blessed with the keen eyes of a painter 
for the minutest detail and a searing vision that tears 
through surfaces and masks, Prof. Acharya has 
naturally found his perfect medium in prose. Not only 
does it suggest a sense of greater immediacy but also 
provides the author with an apt vehicle fo keep pace 
with a racing mind.
